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REMARKS 

Examiner Rutz is thanked for his Office Action. 

Claims 1-20 were originally filed in the present application, and are pending. 
Claims 1-7, 9-13 and 15-19 were rejected in the January 31, 2007 Office Action. 
Claims 8, 14, and 20 were objected to in the January 31, 2007 Office Action, and allowable 
subject matter identified by the Examiner. 
No claims have been allowed. 

Claim 1 was amended to add subject matter from claims 7 and 8 indicated by the Examiner as 
allowable. Claim 8 was amended to remove these limitations and to depend from claim 1, as the 
limitations of claim 8 are no longer dependent on claim 7. 

Claim 9 is amended to add subject matter from claim 14 indicated by the Examiner as 
allowable. Claim 14 is amended to remove these limitations. 

Note that the labels of the "first comparator" and "second comparator" have been reversed in 
this amendment, since what was previously the "second comparator" of claims 8 and 14 is now 
introduced in claims 1 and 9, respectively, before the original "first comparator". As "first" and 
"second" are arbitrary in the claims, this is not believed to effect the scope of the claims at all. 

Claims 7 and 19 are amended to remove the limitations incorporated into respective parent 
claims, and add limitations supported in the specification as filed, e.g., at paragraph 025. 

Claim 15 was amended to add subject matter from claims 19 and 20 indicated by the 
Examiner as allowable. Claim 20 was amended to remove these limitations and to depend from 
claim 15, as the limitations of claim 15 are no longer dependent on claim 19. 
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Reconsideration of the claims is respectfully requested. 

In Sections 2-18 of the January 31, 2007 Office Action, the Examiner rejected Claims 1-6, 
9-13, and 15-18 under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) as being anticipated by U. S. Patent No. 6,327,625 to 
Wang, etal (hereafter, simply "Wang"). In Sections 19-31 of the January 31, 2007 Office 
Action, the Examiner rejected Claim 7 and 9 under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable over the 
Wang reference. 

In light of the amendments made above according to the Examiner's indication of allowable 
subject matter, the rejections are believed to be moot and are traversed.
